Tnis  one  nung  suspended  east  of  my  window  for  at  least 
'^0  to  4!?  minutes.  It  did  no  gyrations,  Just  hung  there. 
After  a period  of  time,  it  slowly  began  to  recede  back 
toward  wnere  the  blue- white  one  was  still  doing  oiroles 
and  dives  in  the  west.  It  did  not  - or  seemed  not  to 
rrom  its  diminishing  size  - stop  or  slow  or  in  any  manner 
attach  Itself  to  tne  blue-white  one.  It  continued,  if 
diminishing  size  is  any  factor,  until  it  became  impossible 
to  track.  It  went  in  the  general  direction  of  the  string 
of  lights,  though  I could  not  possibly  say  it  became 
part  of  the  string.

The  blue*white  one  continued  varioxis  passes  until  I lost 
it  In  tne  coming  light  of  dawn. 


While  the  details  were  fresh  in  my  mind,  I measured  tne 
distance  - on  that  slant  - from  the  base  of  my  window, 
representing  horizon,  to  the  top  of  that  high  tension 
wire.  It  measured  eleven  inches.

Still  later,  I called  ex-Oommander  (TTSN)  who 

lives  in  this  area,  ana  asked  him,  after  fullest  descrip- 
tion of  what  I had  seen  and  done,  if  svich  a measurement 
might  give  their  approximate  heighth.

I was  first  attracted  to  the  blue-white  fliokering  6 
because  I believe!  it  was  a shooting  star.  But  when  it 
leveled  off  (see  frame  one)  and  started  its  slow  approac 
toward  the  »toe*  of  the  loop,  I then  fistired  it  m\ist  be 
a plane  in  distress.  Therefore,  I opened  my  windows  to 
try  to  gauge  by  noise  how  far  away  the  plane  might  be. 


Whatever  it  v/as,  it  was  extremely  high.  Behind  my  room  - 
I had  turned  off  tne  lights  long  before  this  as  I was 
ready  for  bed  * crossing  an  open  field  at  a higher  elevation 
than  my  window  was  a high  tension  phone  wire.  It  was  about 
on  a 40  to  45  degree  slant  from  my  window.  I noticed  the 
wire  only  when  the  fiokering  light  seemed  to  "ride"  along 
tne  top  of  that  wire. 


The  light  continued  its  maneuvers,  at  times  surging  with 
blinding  speed  up  toward  zenith,  making  a few  lazy  circles 
before  it  plunged  baok  down  again.  There  was  no  "shadow" 
such  as  would  have  been  had  this  object  been  a plane,  the 
bulk  of  tne  plane  often  blotting  out  exhaust  flame  as  it 
turns.  There  was  a definite  sense  the  light  was  turning, 
but  there  was  no  blotting  out  of  the  light  itself. 


How  long  it  continued  its  maneuvers,  I cannot  say.  But 
sometime  a second  joined  it  in  its  runs.  This  one 

appeared  to  nave  a seething  white  base  with  a very  thin 
cherry  tinted  veil  over  its  face.  (The  nearest  I can 
describe  this  second  one  is  to  refer  you  to  a steel-making 
furnace.  The  steel  in  its  molten  form  is  nearly  blinding 
white,  but  it  hold  that  peculiar  cherry  "veil"  over  its 
siirfaoe. ) 


This  second  one,  after  a few  passes  with  the  flickering  one, 
suddenly  began  to  expand.  It  grew  from  pea  size  - held  at 
arm’s  length  - to  tennis  ball  size,  held  at  arm’s  length. 

It  was  not  round  as  a tennis  b^ll;  built  more  like  an  apple 
if  the  stem  were  pointed  down.  It  seemed  to  have  - it  looked 
so  to  me  - two  holes,  one  on  each  side  of  its  front,  not 
directly  straight  out  from  the  :(front  but  more  to  the  side.
